MGH  Celebrates  Black  SON  Alumnae 

On  February  17,  2006  several  black  alumnae 
from  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing  were  hon- 
ored as  part  of  an  African  American  Pinning 
Ceremony  that  has  become  an  annual  Black 
History  Month  event  at  MGH. 

Present  at  the  ceremony,  and  on  the  cover 
(left  to  right)  are  Edith  Barboza  Clark  '58, 
Shirley  Kelley  Fortson  '55,  Christine  Jones 
Reid  '54,  and  Barbara  King  Hemingway 
'59.  Not  pictured,  but  also  recognized  at  the 
event  was  Margo  Taylor  '59. 

Ms.  Taylor  had  read  about  Deborah  Wash- 
ington, RN,  MS,  Director,  Diversity,  Patient 
Services  at  MGH,  and  wrote  to  congratulate 
her  on  her  position,  and  offered  to  connect 
her  up  with  some  of  the  black  SON  students 
from  the  1950s. 

The  stories  of  these  African  American  Alum- 
nae were  told  by  master  of  ceremonies  Ron 
Green,  RN,  and  each  received  a pin  and  an 
African  stole.  I was  able  to  speak  with  Ms. 
Taylor,  Ms.  Clark,  Ms. Fortson,  and  Ms.  Reid, 
all  of  whom  remembered  their  MGH  days 
fondly. 

Each  credited  the  Big  Sister/  Fittle  Sister  pro- 
gram that  all  students  enjoyed  for  helping 
them  through.  Even  in  the  days  before  civil 
rights  each  noted  that  classmates  were  very 
welcoming  from  the  beginning. 

Shirley  Fortson,  who  was  at  Homecoming 
last  year  celebrating  her  50th  reunion,  noted 
that  her  MGH  education  "certainly  stood 
by  me,  for  over  50  years  of  nursing."  Edith 
Clark  added,  "I  always  felt  part  of  the  fam- 
ily, and  made  lifelong  friends."

"Boston/Sullivan  Square/Charlestown"  to 
Malta  Wav.  Take  a slight  right  onto  Ruther- 
ford Avenue.  Get  in  the  left  hand  lane  and 
turn  left  onto  Chelsea  Street.  Follow  Chelsea 
Street  to  3rd  traffic  light  and  turn  right  at 
5th  Street.  Go  one  block  (5th  Street  dead- 
ends) and  turn  left  onto  1st  Avenue. 

FROM  THE  NORTH  via  RTE.  IS:  Follow 
Rte.  IS  over  Tobin  Bridge  ($3  toll).  Take 
“Charlestown/Somerville"  exit.  At  first  light, 
turn  right  onto  Rutherford  Avenue  and  bear 
immediately  to  the  left  turn  lane.  At  light, 
turn  left  onto  Chelsea  Street.

From  MGH  the  shuttle  stops  at  North 
Station  - at  the  intersection  of  Canal  and 
Causeway  Streets  - on  its  way  to  the  Navy 
Yard.  Take  the  second  shuttle  stop  after 
Nc:>rth  Station,  which  is  the  intersection  of 
Chelsea  Street  and  5th  Street  ("Cate  4"). 
From  5th  Street,  walk  one  block  to  the  stop 
sign  and  turn  left  onto  1st  Avenue.  The  Part- 
ners shuttle  is  free  to  all  riders. 

By  Inner  Harbor  Ferry  (from  Long  Wharf) 

The  Navy  Yard  can  be  reached  from  Long 
Wharf,  (Aquarium,  Blue  line),  which  is  with- 
in walking  distance  of  South  Station  (Red 
line)  and  State  Street  (Orange,  Blue  lines). 

The  ferry  drops  passengers  off  at  the  end  of 
Terry  Ring  Way.  Walk  up  Terry  Ring  Way 
toward  1st  Avenue,  past  the  public  park  and 
Korean  War  Veterans  Memorial.  The  Shouse 
Building  will  be  on  the  right,  adjacent  to  the 
park.  The  Long  Wharf  ferry  operafes  Mon- 
day to  Friday  from  6:30am  - 8pm,  and  on 
Saturdays  from  10:00am  - 6:00pm. 

Cost:  Inner  Harbor  Ferry  is  $1. 50/adults 
or  $0. 75/seniors,  one  way.  Boat,  Zone  1-9, 


Combo-plus  and  Visitor  Unlimited  Ride 
passes  are  all  accepted. 

Parking 

Limited  metered  parking  is  available  along 
1st  Avenue.  To  get  to  the  parking  garage 
from  the  Shouse  Building,  follow  the  posted 
blue  "Parking"  street  signs  and  continue 
along  1st  Avenue  to  13th  Street  and  turn  left. 
Co  two  short  blocks  and  turn  right  onto  5th 
Avenue  to  parking  garage  entrance. 

The  parking  garage  operates  24  hours  a day. 
The  daily  public  parking  rate  is  $3  for  the 
first  hour  and  $1  for  each  additional  half- 
hour.  After  six  hours,  the  all-day  rate  of  $14 
is  charged.  (Once  enrolled  the  MCH  Insti- 
tute, discounted  student  rates  are  available.)

New  Initiatives  at  the 
MGH  Institute 

Q recommendations  and  re- 
cent national  surveys,  the 
MGH  Institute  of  Health 

ing  a Doctor  of  Nursing 
Practice  (DNP)  degree. 
The  first  phase  of  initia- 
tion of  the  Clinical  Doctoral  Program 
will  be  to  institute  a transitional  DNP 
program  in  Fall  2007.  Answering  the 
shortage  of  baccalaureate-prepared  nurs- 
es “at  the  bedside,"  the  MGH  Institute  is 
also  developing  a fast-track  BSN  that  is 
scheduled  to  begin  in  Summer  2008. 

The  community  health  clinical  course, 
lead  by  Assistant  Professor  Pat  Duyn- 
stee  and  Clinical  Associate  Professor 
Karen  Wolf,  has  expanded  its  practicum 
sites  to  the  Charlestown  Community 
Center. 

The  Parent-Child  Research  Collective 
(PCRC)  is  in  its  second  year  and  the 
second  stage  of  the  lactation  consultation 
project.  This  term  the  plans  are  to  collect 
focus  group  data  and  develop  the  next 
stage  of  the  project.  Students  are  offered 
the  opportunity  to  participate  in  this 
project  as  part  of  their  Scholarly  Project. 
The  purpose  of  the  PCRC  is  to  provide 
cjuality  research  support  for  c')rganiza- 
tions  serving  parent-child  populations. 

The  idea  of  a research  collective  was 
conceived  in  2003  when  Institute  fac- 
ulty Drs.  Christine  Bridges  and  Nancy 
Terres  met  with  Jewish  Family  Commu- 
nity Services  to  discuss  opportunities  for 
a mutually  beneficial  alliance.  Further 
meetings  were  placed  on  hold  when 
Dr.  Bridges  became  ill.  In  the  days  after 
Dr.  Bridges'  untimely  death  her  family 
expressed  a concern  that  her  work  con- 
tinue. Toward  that  goal  the  Parent-Child 
Research  Collective  (PCRC)  was  formed. 

Assistant  Professor  Sue  Myers  and 
Clinical  Assistant  Professor  Pat  Re- 

idy  have  implemented  Human  Patient 
Simulation  into  some  of  the  classes.  The 


first  year  class  has  utilized  SimVital  and 
SimMan  in  the  Health  Assessment  class. 
The  students  participated  in  a case- 
based  scenaric^),  assessing  cardiovascular 
and  respiratory  skills. 

Second-year  Pediatric  and  Family  stu- 
dents participated  in  a case  scenario 
using  SimBaby  and  SimMan.  The  objec- 
tives in  the  Advanced  Health  Assess- 
ment class  were  to  foster  their  diagnos- 
tic reasoning  skills,  communication  and 
teamwc^rk.  The  student  response  has 
been  very  favorable. 

Assistant  Professor  Deborah  D'Avolio 

is  the  2006-2008  John  A Hartford/At- 
lantic  Philanthropies  Claire  M.  Fagin 
Fellow.  She  will  study  at  the  John  A. 
Hartford  Center  at  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania.  In  2000,  the  John  A.  Hart- 
ford Foundation  trustees  endorsed  an 
initiative  to  Build  Academic  Geriatric 
Nursing  Capacity  in  response  to  the 
critical  needs  of  nursing  in  general,  and 
geriatric  nursing  in  particular. 

Professor  Patrice  Nicholas  received  a 
Fulbright  Senior  Scholar  Award  in  South 
Africa  for  2007.  The  main  goal  of  the 
Fulbright  Program  in  South  Africa  is  to 
increase  mutual  understanding  between 
the  people  of  the  USA  and  the  people 
of  South  Africa,  through  educational, 
cultural  and  professional  exchange. 

Assistant  Professor  Elissa  Ladd  re- 
ceived a $399,400  grant  through  the  US 
Attorneys  General  Consumer  and  Pre- 
scriber  Pharmaceutical  Education  Pro- 
gram. This  program  is  a result  of  a class 
action  settlement  paid  by  Warner-Lam- 
bert (a  division  of  Pfizer)  that  resulted 
from  off-label  promotions  and  market- 
ing of  their  popular  drug  Neurontin. 

The  money  will  be  used  to  produce  an 
educational  documentary  on  the  phar- 
maceutical industry,  pharmaceutical 
marketing  and  the  ethical  dimensions 
of  prescribing.  It  will  be  directed  to 
advanced  practice  nurses  with  prescrip- 
tive privileges.  The  documentary  will 
be  disseminated  initially  in  a web-based 
format  with  a pre  and  post-interven- 


tion  assessment  tool.  Later,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Natiemal  Organization  of 
Nurse  Practitioner  Faculties  (NONPF), 
it  will  be  disseminated  nationally  to 
individuals  and  schools  of  nursing  with 
advanced  practice  programs. 

In  April,  Clinical  Associate  Professor 
Karen  Wolf  was  nominated  by  her  stu- 
dents and  recognized  at  BostonWorks' 
annual  Salute  te’)  Nurses;
